Cannery Park 
proposal 
brings 
objections 


Development of 
► former CanGro 


Monika Jackson loves her 
quiet home in the country. 
Her 1856 farm house on 
Concession 3, where she has 
lived since 1973, is surround¬ 
ed by trees, and she has just 
one neighbour near by. 

That is about to change. By 
this time next year, she could 
have hundreds of neighbours. 

Her St. Davids home bor¬ 
ders the former CanGro prop¬ 
erty, now owned by developer 
Rainer Hummel, who is ask¬ 
ing the town to change a large 
chunk of the 50-acre property 
to residential zoning. A small 
section of the original can¬ 
nery building has been reno¬ 
vated and is slated to remain 
industrial. The proposal also 
includes some commercial 
zoning. 

While neighbours have 
supported the concept of a 
residential development—out 
of fear for what the alterna¬ 
tives could bring, with talk of 
the possibility of industrial 
uses such as a cement factory, 
Jackson says—the density of 
the proposal brought about 
60 people to a town informa¬ 
tion meeting held Monday.

While residents have sup¬ 
ported the concept of a resi¬ 
dential development— 
mostly out of fear for what 
the alternatives could bring, 
with talk of the possibility of 
industrial uses such as a 
cement factory—the density 
of the proposal brought 
about 60 people to a town 
information meeting held 
Monday. 

“People who live here 
have chosen to live in the 
country, not surrounded by 
a subdivision. This will com¬ 
pletely change the character 
of our neighourhood," said 
lackson. 

Although she is not 
thrilled about being sur¬ 
rounded by new homes, it’s 
the number of homes that is 
really worrying her. 

Between her house and 
the comer of Line 9, fronting 
on Concession 3, the plan 


shows two rows of about 40 
houses each—houses with 
50-foot frontages that the 
planning department 
describes as single family 
homes. The inside row faces 
a private road to be built 
through the subdivision. 

And more behind, with a 
total of360 units on about 50 
acres of property, including 
some singles, semi¬ 
detached, townhouses and 
apartments. 

Some of the townhouses, 
Jackson says, are seven 
metres wide, "about the 
length of my kitchen. How is 
that appropriate?” 

The subdivision, referred 
to as Cannery Park, would 
just about double the size of 
the village, she says. 

It would also change the 
streetscape of the St Davids 
portion of Four Mile Creek 
Road, with two condomini¬ 
um apartment buildings fac¬ 
ing the street—one a four- 
storey complex beside

Telcon, the other she storeys 
beside the former CanGro 
building. 

In addition to objections 
about the high density of the 
proposal and the lack of 
greenspace—residents have 
been told the subdivision is 
designed to attract young 


families, but the only space 
for kids to play is the small 
playground at the St. Davids 
pool, with a path leading to 
it, Jackson says—she also 
has problems with the way 
the town handled the meet¬ 
ing. 

It was scheduled at the 
same time as a committee of 
the whole meeting was 
going on upstairs at the town 
hall. The only councillor to 
hear residents’ concerns was 
Martin Mazza, who left the 
council chamber to find the 
downstairs hallways filled 
with people who couldn’t 
get into the crowded public 

Jackson says when she 
received the town notice of 
the meeting, which came by 
mail but was not advertised, 
she posted copies at the St. 
Davids pool. Lions Club and 
post office. She said she felt 
the town wasn’t expecting 
the large number in atten¬ 
dance—and it seemed to her 


they were trying to avoid a 
large crowd. 

Mazza agreed. 

The information meetings 
scheduled by the planning 
department to hear resi¬ 
dents’ comments are usually 
held in the council chamber 
just before a council meet¬ 
ing, and are often attended 
by councillors. 

“I can’t understand why 
the planning department 
would bury such an impor¬ 
tant meeting—holding it 
downstairs in a small room, 
while a council meeting is 
going on upstairs. I was the 
only councillor there. There 
should be another public 
meeting that is better adver¬ 
tised and at a time when 
councillors can be there. It’s 
a significant development, 
and I think the residents 
deserved better,” said Mazza. 

“The meeting was cut off 
after half an hour, because 
there was another one 
scheduled, and residents 


were left feeling like their 
voices hadn't been heard. I 
had one resident tell me he 
understands NOTL has 
2,000 building lots waiting to 
be developed and he wants 
to know why we need anoth¬ 
er 360 in St. Davids. He 
deserves to ask that question 
and hear an answer,” Mazza 

Issues such as noise, pri¬ 
vacy, the future of existing 
trees, urbanization and light 
pollution were also concerns 
expressed by residents. 

Hummel and his planner, 
Rick Brady, were at the 
meeting to answer ques- 

They stressed the devel¬ 
opment will be family-ori¬ 
ented and will draw kids for 
local schools. The units are 
slated to have smaller lots to 
make them more affordable. 

Another public meeting 
has been scheduled for 
Monday, Sept. 13 at 5 p.m. in 
the council chamber.

It has been three decades 
since Terry Fox began his 
Marathon of Hope, deter¬ 
mined to run across Canada 
to raise funds for cancer 
research that would help 
other young victims of the 
disease.

But 360 more units on 50 acres of 
property? Apartment buildings four and 
six storeys high? In a neighbourhood 
surrounded by orchards and vineyards? 

There is a secondary plan for St. 
Davids. We haven’t heard yet how this 
Cannery Park proposal fits in with the 
guidelines set out in that secondary 
plan. That is important information. 

But we do know the residents are not 
happy with with the density of the pro¬ 
posal, the lack of greenspace, the way 
streetscapes will be forever, drastically 
changed. Let’s hope there is room for 
compromise.

Construction of our New Health Complex and 
Walker Family Cancer Centre is progressing on time and on budget! 



By early 2011, the exterior of the 
building will be complete. 

Once enclosed and watertight, 
the important interior work can 
be finished, which is the most 
time consuming part of any 
construction project. 

The following provides details of 
some of the preliminary interior 
work being done. 


Along with ductwork, metal studs, plumbing, mechanical 
and electrical, the interior work involves intricate quality 
control measures to accommodate leading-edge infection 
prevention and medical technology features. 

The new complex will have a state-of-the-art ventilation 
system designed to isolate certain 'zones' of the building, 
keeping contaminated air from flowing to other parts and 
minimizing infectious outbreaks. 

As well, eighty per cent of the patient rooms will be 
single patient rooms -the highest percentage of any 
hospital in Ontario, which will also help reduce the spread 
of infectious diseases. As hand-washing is recognized as 
the number one way to prevent the spread of infections, 
separate sinks for patients and staff will be installed in 
each room. Hand-washing stations for staff will also be 
located throughout the facility at entries to departments, 
inpatient rooms and in all treatment areas. 

Other state-of-the-art features include operating suites 
designed to take advantage of sophisticated image- 
guided and laparoscopic surgery. In these surgeries, a 
laparoscope or telescopic rod lens is connected to a video 
camera and inserted into small incisions in the patient's 
body; the video camera becomes a surgeon's eye as the 
surgeon uses the image from the video camera postioned 
inside the patient's body to perform the procedure. The 
laparoscope allows doctors to perform both minor and 


complex surgeries with a few small cuts in the abdomen 
resulting in reduced pain and recovery time. Video 
integration will allow procedures to be filmed for 
viewing on monitors in the Operating Rooms and 
broadcast to satellite locations at other teaching hospitals 
for consultation or education purposes. 

The new hospital will also have advanced medical 
information technology to enable staff to maintain patient 
records, diagnostic test results and radiological images 
electronically. This will improve patient care as every 
doctor treating a patient throughout their stay and 
beyond will have complete patient medical information 
available at their finger tips at all times. 

With the building taking shape, we can really get a sense 
of what our new health complex and cancer centre will 
look like. More than 800 skilled workers are expected on 
site in the coming months; the majority from the greater 
Golden Horseshoe area. Construction is expected to be 
completed by the end of 2012. When the doors open to 
patients in spring 2013, Niagara will be home to one of 
the most up-to-date health-care facilities in the province, 
providing services to treat the unique health needs of 
patients in the Niagara region.

With two council terms 
behind her, Andrea Kaiser 
has had experience balanc¬ 
ing the needs of the commu¬ 
nity and responding to resi¬ 
dents’ concerns. 

She hopes to continue for 
at least another four years, 
and will run in the Oct. 25 
municipal election because 
she feels she still has some¬ 
thing to contribute to both 
current and new issues that 
are expected to surface. 

She doesn’t sense that 
there is any one over-riding 
issue that is expected to be 
dealt with next term, she 
says, but there are several 
ongoing matters that should 
reach their conclusion. 

And as odd as she knows it 


may sound to some, she 
finds those issues exciting. 

She lists the small-scale 
tourism review, the compre¬ 
hensive bylaw amendment 
concerning bed and break¬ 
fasts, and the Old Town sec¬ 
ondary plan as issues she 
looks forward to seeing set- 
ded next term. 

With a background in 
tourism, Kaiser says she feels 
she has a lot to contribute to 
those discussions.

The secondary plan for 
Glendale and the Dock Area 
study are good examples of 
finding ways to mitigate 
impacts on residents, Kaiser 
says. 

“We might not be able to 


change certain aspects of a 
plan but we can find the 
common ground, the solu¬ 
tions that will reduce the 
impact on residents. That’s 
what I find rewarding.”

perspectives. I think that’s 
helpful, and with a litde bit of 
time we find our groove and 
work together.” 

Mike Galloway, the town’s 
recently-hired chief admin¬
